Response to Amendment 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a focus detection device comprising: wherein every two photoelectric 
conversion elements of said first and second photoelectric conversion element arrays 
include a microlens positioned such that the first light beam passing through the first 
area of the exit pupil and the second light beam passing through the second area of the 
exit pupil focuses on a first and a second photoelectric conversion element respectively; 
and a computing device which detects a focus state of the photographing optical system 
by computing a correlation between a first shading-corrected image signal which is an 
image signal from the first photoelectric conversion element array and a second 
shading-corrected image signal which is an image signal from the second photoelectric 
conversion element array in accordance with a position of a focus detection area in an 
image sensing frame on the basis of a ratio between a shift amount of a focus detection 
opening pupil from an optical axis, caused by being limited by an exit window of the 
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photographing optical system, and a width of the focus detection opening pupil; in 
combination with other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claim 5, claim 5 is allowed as being dependent from allowed 
independent claim 1 . 

Regarding independent claim 2, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a focus detection method comprising: wherein every two photoelectric 
conversion elements of said first and second photoelectric conversion element arrays 
include a microlens positioned such that the first light beam passing through the first 
area of the exit pupil and the second light beam passing through the second area of the 
exit pupil focuses on a first and a second photoelectric conversion element respectively; 
and calculating a focus state of the photographing optical system by computing a 
correlation between a first shading-corrected image signal which is an image signal 
from the first photoelectric conversion element array and a second shading-corrected 
image signal which is an image signal from the second photoelectric conversion 
element array in accordance with a position of a focus detection area in an image 
sensing frame on the basis of a ratio between a shift amount of a focus detection 
opening pupil, formed when limitation is imposed by an exit window of the 
photographing optical system, with respect to an optical axis, and a width of the focus 
detection opening pupil; in combination with other elements of the claim. 
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Regarding claim 3, claim 3 is
